Board of Lima College Held 


a Meeting 


And Pronounce the Affairs of the 


Institution in a Flourishing 


Condition—The Debt 


Liquidated. 


The trustees of Lima College held 


nn important meeting here yesterday, 
which, was attended by several of the 
qirectors from out of town, and au en- 
couraging report was listened to from 
President Long, of Columbus. Splen- 
did progress was assured, 
and the 


liquidation of the debt that hat! been 
'mnging over the ir.stitution. 


Since the nrst of October, President 


Long's \v*jfo has been confined to a 
sick bed, thus preventing his absence 
from tome, hut in spite ot bis en- 
forced confinement he has collected 
on subscriptions the aeat sum of 
$17,000, all of which was applied to the 
debt. 


On-Ins -to Mrs. Long's illness and 


the assurianep of attending physicians 
that there was no'immediate prospect 
of her recovery, or even improvement, 
President Long felt that he would l>e 
prohibited frora doing any active field 
work, and asked that the board elect 
another president, who would be able 
to take active charge of the affairs of 
the college. It was his expressed be- 
lief that such action would be of de- 
cided benefit to tiiS institution. 


This request, however, the- board re- 


fused to consider it being the unani- 
mous opinion that the than?!1 suggest- 
ed would not be to th<> interest of the 
college. The v^ork done by President 
Long, and Ms office is .shown by that 
act to be highly appreciated. 


President Long assured the trr.s 


tees that as soon as the condition o£ 
his family "KTIS such as to •warrant it, 
he would move to Lima and tnke ac- 
tive charge of the affairs of the <;ol- 
iepe. " They are now in a flourishing 
and promising condition and it was 
the opinion of the board that the only 
thing; needeJ ID keep them so was to 
h'avfi President Long here where he 
ca.n be in cluse touch with the 
meit.
